Delegates to a conference called by the Amalgamated 
Meat ( ’utters and Butcher Workmen voted unanimously 
today to appeal in an attempt to forestall abrogation of the 
w ar time agreement between the packers and their em­ 
ployes. 
The delegates represented workers in every large 
packing center of the country, and their action, according to 
union officials, affects 200,000 employes.

Payment of heavy taxes 
was regarded as a cause for the 
tightness in the 
money market, 
arid English banks wen* said to 
have loaned two-thirds of their re­ 
sume* s to finance private enter­ 
prise. 
Recent price declines and busi­ 
ness stagnation in France, accord­ 
ing to Hie survey, haw* tended to 
strain tile credit of batiks, several 
of which were reported to be in a 
difficult position. 
11a1 in ti banks 
are reporting large 
profits, the 
cutinued, and th#1 condi­ 
tio- government finances 
was regarded a* more favorable. 
German interests are attem p t­ 
ing to obtain control of tho Aus­ 
trian government's former a m m u ­ 
nition plants, the survey reported, 
and German capital is trying to 
control th© iron industry in Aus­ 
tria. 
The general condition

was regarded us becoming more 
favorable. 
Business depression is in creas­ 
ing in the Scandinavian countries.

WASHINGTON, March 9.— Beer and wines are given 
the same status as whiskey under an opinion by the attor­ 
ney,general made public today by the bureau of internal 
revenue. 
The ruling, one of the most important since the advent of 
national Mycohibition, makes it possible for all alcoholic 
liquors to be used for medico ne! and other non-beverage pur­ 
poses, and for all to be manufactured and sold for these pur­ 
poses subject only to the limitations of the Volstead act on 
non-beverage intoxicants. 
The opinion was written by former A u,.,m y General 
Palmer before he retired from office. 
Whether it will upset any regulations of the* revenue and 
enforcement bureaus had not been made tonight, (Commis­ 
sioner W illiams of the revenue bureau saying he had not 
had an opportunity to study the opinion.
